An auxilidry ina neighbor- 
ing county subsequently undertook the supply of this county, 
and obtairied a donation from the parent society for this pur- 
pose, and distributed nearly four hundred Bibles, of which 
many went into destitute Methodist families, Similar cases 
we have heard of, in Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee. And 
should the agents of the American Society tell the world 
their experience on this subject, we doubt not we could 
presenta long list. At the same time, it is to be borne in 
mind, that this opposition society, sustained by the resour- 
ces of four hundred and eighty th d church 
has put in circulation only three thousand thtee hundred 
and eighty-five Bibles in a year, an amount less than half 
the average weekly issues of the general society, And these 
three thousand three hundred and eighty-five it neither 
manufactured, sold, nor gave away. And we will not dis- 
guise our honest belief, that this Methodist society has pre- 
vented the circulation of three Bibles, where it has aided 
the circulation of one; and that the American Socicty, 
amidst all the surmises of the Advocate, and the opposition, 
obliquy, and sneers of the circuit riders, has furnished three 
Methodist families with the Bible, where the Methodist so- 
ciety has furnished one. We think our question is still un- 
answered, “ Of what use is such an institution ?” 

In conclusion, we express our belief that the managers of 
the Methodist book affairs will make donations just as often 
and as extensively as are needed to keep up appearances; 
and that the general society will go steadily on, unangered 
and unawed, either by the withdrawal or the obloquy of the 
four hundred and eighty thousand, in its grand enterprise 
of supplying first the U. States, and then the world, with the 
scriptures of truth. And should the book concern succeed 
in filling up the contemplated “ publishing fund,” of a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and thus be enabled to sell Bibles, at 
a less rate than the American Society, making at the same 
time a profit to the concern ; still there will remain the vast 
field of gratuitous distribution to be occupied. So that should 
the American Society be unable to sell Bibles, it will always 
be able to give them away. And we reverence the autho- 
rity which says, “It is moro blessed to give than to receive,”

PHILADELPHIA PRESEYTERY, AND THE REV. MR. 
BARNES. 


In our last we gave a brief view of the recent 
roceedings in this case: The whole having 

n reported. in the Philadelphian, we deem it 
proper to present our readers with an abstract, 
ae short as-is gonsistapt with 4 fair representa- 
tion of the proceedings. 

At the first‘meéeting of the Presbytery, after the 
vote of the Sypod requiring them to take up the 
matter and séttle it; it was proposed that the bu- 
siness should be taken up of the original com- 
plaint, which was presented by Dr. Green and 
others at the time Mr. Barnes was installed: To 


s,| this the authors of the complaint objected, be- 


cause they said the complaint had never been 
received by Presbytery, and was not in their 
possession. A majority of the Presbytery sane- 
tidned these views, aid the business was taken 
up; on the ground of the order passed by Synod. 

Dr. Green then presented a paper, which he 
wished should be adopted as the minute of Pres- 
bytery, impeaching the orthodoxy of Mr: Barnes’ 
views, as exhibited in his sermon on “The way 
of Salvation,” and censuring him as heretical. 

Dr. Ely moved, “ That this Presbytery cannot 
entertain and act upon the paper introduced by 
Dr. Green, because it is virtually an indictment 
of Mr. Barnes fer heresy, until some persons 
appear as his‘accusers.” 

he motion was negatived—yeas 21, nays 27. 
‘Fhe minoriy. entered the following spirited pro- 
test: : 
* PROTEST. 


*'"The-undersigned members of the Presbytery 
of Philadelphia do hereby protest: I. against the 
decision of this body, yesterday, that they would 
not postpone the consideration of the minute 
moved by Dr. Greea, for the purpose of calling 
upon the Stated Clerk for the charges against 
Mr. Barnes which he was required to produce at 
the last meeting of Presbytery; for the following 
reasons, viz: 1. CHarGEs, against the orthodoxy 
of Mr. Barnes, were publicly handed to the 
Moderator of this Presbytery on the 23d of June 
last, and were read by orver of this Presbytery ; 
and puny those charges were then decidéd 
to be out of order at a special meeting as the com- 
mencement of a trial, yet it will not follow that it 
is out of order Now to consider and dispose of 
them it a cOnstitutional way, at a meeting of 
Presbytery specially called, among other things, 
‘to take such order on the whole subject, as is 
required by a regard to the purity of the church, 
and its acknowledged doctrines and order.’ 2. 
Thesé cha¥ges having been read, this Presbytery 
gave no leave to any one to withdraw them from 
their files. 8. The complainants to the Synod 


of Philadelphia, among other ~—e grievances, 
complained, that they ‘in due form presented 
their charges, but.their charges were not permit- 


ted to lie :’ from which it would-seem proper that 
this Presbytery should now formally consider and 
dispose of those chatges, that this ground of 
complaint and grievance may no longer exist. 
4, These charges were calculated vitally to affect 
the ministerial character and standing of the Rev. 
Albert Barnes, and therefore ouglit not to be left 
noted on our records, without some final adjudi- 
eation in relation to them. 5. The persons who 
signed and preferred those charges, ought still 
agreeably to our constituticn, to be held as ac- 
cusers: and therefore it was important to con- 
sider and act upon them, that the charges being 
disposed of, their responsibility as accusers might 
then cea 6.

Dr. M’Auley moved to refer the whole case 
now before the Presbytery to the next General 
Assembly, and Mr. Bacon seconded the thotion. 
Mr. Russell, the Moderator, decided that this 
motion was out of order, because né motion in 
relation to the, business now in hand but to re- 
consider the determination to hear objections 
would be in ordef. 

Dr. Green and Mr. M’Calla were heard to 
great length in opposition to the orthodoxy of 
Mr. Barnes, and to the explanations which he 
offered to Synod, in which they contended that 
his explanations confirmed their opinion of his 
unsoundncss in the faith, and reridered his sermon 
worse, ta. 

Mr. Sanford assigned the undonstitutionality 
of the proceedings of Presbytery as a reason why ,

Every man knows that scores of votes 
may be bought, each for a dram ; and the leader 
who knows his men, can generally determine the 
number of gallons requisite to effect his object.— 
There is reason to believe that our State has 
more than once been revolutionized by the spirit- 
stirring eloquence of “ Sir Richard.” His effi- 
ciency in popular elections is truly marvellous.— 
He has gained for more than one individual # 
seat in the National Legislature. So long, there- 
fore, as men love office, and have no more con- 
science than to resort to such means to advance 
their purposes, we must expect that they, and all 
who love the fruits of their generosity, will be 
hostile to every scheme which tends to raise the 
populace above the reach of such corrupting ar- 
tifice. Hence, one of the surest methole of di- 
vesting the mere Gemegogue of his unprincipled 
power, is to promote ‘Temperance among “the 
people,” and thus render them inaccessible to this 
polluting, grog-shop influence. 

Another species of opponents exists in the per- 
sons of those who derive pecuniary profit from 
the commerce in distilled spirits. hese are di- 
visible into two classes.

LETTER FROM DR. PALMER. 


Fairfield, Cherokee Nation, (west of Arkansas 
Territory,) 24th of September, 1830. 


Rev. E. 8. Ery, D. D.—Dear Sir, By Mrs. 
Palmer’s request, I take the liberty of troubling 
you with a few lines. We are now among the 
Cherokees west of Arkansas Territory. Our 
station, which is named Fairriexp, is on the 
Salisaw River, a small stream that empties into 
the Arkansas, on the north side, about thirty 
miles east of Fort Gibson. We are about thirty 
miles up this river, and near twenty above the 
new station of Dwicur. Our situation is plea- 
sant and healthy, and favourable for missionary 
purposes. We have a school in operation, which 
is chiefly supported by the Cherokees. And 
every Sabbath, except when prevented by my at- 
tention to the sick, I am enabled to préach to a 
congregation of the natives, through an Inter- 
preter. Several persons have lately given plea- 
sing evidences of a change, and others appear to 
be in an inquiring state of mind. Indeed we 
cannot but hope, that God will pour out his Spirit 
among these people. Often the attention and 
tears of the congregation denote his influence.— 
We have lately succeeded in forming a Tempe- 
rance Society, among the Cherokees, which pro- 
mises to be very useful. Mrs. Palmer has a 
monthly prayer meeting among the females, 
which is interesting, also a female association, 
called the Arkansas Cherokee Female Society 
for doing good. The first object of the Society 
is to discourage intemperance among the people. 
Each member engages to refrain entirely from 
the use of ardent spirits, and to use her endea- 
vers with her husband and others to dissuade 
them from their use. Another object of the So- 
ciety, is to consult upon the best means of training 
up their daughters to habits of virtue, industry, 
and economy. The Society has it in view, also, 
to raise a fund by their rar gee sufficient to pur- 
chase a small library, suited to the improvement of 
young people, and those who can read. At this 
time near thirty respectable females, old and 
young, belong to this Society; and they seem 
much interested in it. And now, dear Sir, Mrs. 
P. in behalf of the Society appeals to you for help, 
knowing the deep interest you always take in the 
cause of Christ among the Heathen. Would 
you think the object sufficiently important to en- 

your attention?—Would not some of the 

ar Christian women of your acquaintance con- 

tribute towards the Library, a few well chosen, 

and well adapted volumes? In doing so the; 

will gladden our hearts, and serve the Lord’s 
cause among the people much. 

Mrs. Palmer and myself are alone in the work 
at this station; and though we are much encou- 
raged with our prospects of usefulness, yet our 
labors are truly oppressive. Besides the school 
and preaching department, we have much to do 
for the sick. Dur dwelling is often like an hos- 
pital, frequently crowded. with six and eight at 
once, brought in sick from the neighborhood.— 
They come that they may enjoy better advanta- 
ges of medical attention, than they could have 
elsewhere. This occasions a great weight of 
labor to Mrs. Palmer especially, and it adds no 
little to our expenses, though we use every ex- 
ertion towards economy. 
to take the sick in, when they come, on the ground 
of expediency, as well as of compassion. How 
could we drive them sick, hel , and often 
friendless from our door? Besides the sick at 
home, I am much of my time absent to visit the 
sick abroad. I have rode from ten to fifty miles 
round,and sometimes I have performed these long 
wigan ge in the night, to save time for the school. 

but at this season, which is rather sickly, our me- 
dical student takes the charge of the school.— 
r labors are very burdensome indeed, and they 
are the more so for the want of many conve- 
niences, which we sufler to save expense to. the 
Board. The Cherokees often make us presents 
of provisions and clothing, which is a great help 
to us, One woman presented us with twenty- 
seven dollars in cash, and last winter the leading 
men in the neighborhood raised a contribution of 
18 or 20. dollars to assist me in the purchase of 
medicines. ‘These ex ions of kindness from 
the people are very Chenakat to our feelings. 
expect they think we are needy. One excellent 
woman said to Mrs. P. the other day, “We love 
yeu—you are our friends; but I am sorry to see 
you so, -” An assistant to take charge ef;
